It was my privilege to be selected as one of the fourVancouver Island 
representatives in the 1974 Canada - Wide Science Fair held in Calgary, 


Alberta. 
Space limits full discussion on a trip such as this. It was a fact that the 


1974 Canada - Wide Science Fair was an experience everyone attending will 
never forget, and I can also guarantee that I will attempt to attend the 
1975 Canada - Wide Science Fair to be held in Jonquierre, Quebec. This 
exposition will offer a unique cultural experience given by no other pre- 
vious science fair. 

Top science students from all parts of Canada came to exhibit their projects 
at the University of Calgary during May 5 - 12. Residences weretaken at 

the University and many tours of the surrounding area were given, including 
an overnight excursion to Banff. The highlight of the trip was a symposium 
held by the Youth Science Foundation in which the student exhibitors were 
asked to give their own views and suggestions on how tofurther scientific 
knowledge in Canada. From this some very relevant andinteresting suggestions 
developed. 

In conclusion, may I thank Mr. Hunter on behalf of all of the Glenlyon 
Science Fair Exhibitors for his needed help and knowledge in arranging our 
projects. 

Finally, may I stress to the coming Science Fair Exhibitors from Glenlyon, 
the importance of the School Science Fair which has for meled to a National 
Science Fair debut that will hopefully continue.

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The highlight of the Art programme this year was on Family Night, May 3rd, 
when a large exhibition of work from Grades 4 - 10 was shown in the Art 

Room and the Main School. For this occasion, Mr. Walker and helpers erected 
a Big Top which was kindly loaned by Dr. Charles Gregory of the Pacific 
Centre. This was the ideal setting, flying chips, Thow's music and all, 

for 28 boys to demonstrate their skills in woodcut, linocut, wood, plaster 
and polystyrene carving, model and mask making, collage work and applique. 
Inside the studio, 6 boys demonstrated plexiglass engraving, calligraphy 

and design work. More interest was generated in this live approach than 

we have experienced in annual Art exhibitions before. 


Before Christmas, Grade 8 boys designed, cut and printed some attractive 
Christmas cards which were all sold quickly. The proceeds were towards 
more clay and more choice of glazes. 


The Pirates of Penzance involved several boys as well as Mrs. Molson in 
scenery painting. Terry Barnett and William Lake, in particular, spent 
long hours helping paint rocks and ruins. All this assistance was really 
needed and much appreciated. 


Currently Glenlyon Art work is showing in the Grades 8 - 10section of a 
large Victoria Days Art Fair. Atom Egoyan, Philip Newton, Terry Barnett, 
Stephen Buchanan, Juppi Cunningham, Forrest Graham, William Lake, David 
Philip, Chris Rock, Steven Cook, Raymond McIlree, and Robert Thow are 
represented. Some of these boys as well as Bruce Hatter and Peter Titus, 
are preparing drawings for a National Drawing Competition (for Independent 
Schools) to be held in Toronto in late June. 


With lunch hour openings for interested students, the Art studio is usually 
humming with activity - especially now when warmer weather and the recent 
addition of hot water, perhaps, have helped the flow of the creative juices. 


Thanks are due to all parents who have enlarged our material scope with 
contributions of used and scrap goods as well as newspapers. We would 

like to thank Mr. Skinner for photographing activities and Mrs. Malin for 
her considerable help and interest as a volunteer assistant. She has given 
special attention to boys in Grades 4 and 6. 


Finally, in this, as in many activities at Glenlyon, we hope that it has been 


demonstrated that each boy has unique qualities that can find expression in 
creative work. 
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DEBATING 





Debating has been very active over the past year; Grade 9 and 10 boys were 
involved until the summer term, and Grade 8 was integrated in the spring 
term. An interesting variety of topics were covered. Also, we were lucky 
in having a number of debates with other schools, in particular Norfolk 
House, Belmont-Fisher, and Parklands. Quite a few boys represented the school 
in three major debating tournaments over the year. The first was the Raven- 
hurst, held at Nanaimo Senior Secondary in November ( Resolved: that in 
order to insure the survival of the human race a universal government must 
ve formed ). The negative team of Ian McKenzie and Glen Molson won two of 
their three debates, while the affirmative team of Billy Taaffe and Fraser 
MeKenzie won one of theirs. 


The second tournament, to which we sent eight studefits (two teams), was the 
FISA Cup debates, held at theConvent of the Sacred Heart at the beginning 

of February ( Resolved: that within the next three years the energy crisis 
will prove more beneficial than detrimental to the people of Canada ). 

Billy Taaffe won an award as the eighth best junior debater, and the second 
negative team of Billy and Fraser was in the Parliamentary Debate, held at 
the end of the competition. The aggregate, or combined scores, of the 

second team, affirmative (Roderick Owen-Flood and Chris Irving) and negative, 
gave us an overall standing of first place, twelve points ahead of second 
place St. George's. Just prior to going to Vancouver for the debate, the 
school was most fortunate in Mving Mr. M. Vanton come to the school. He 
described himself as a mini-Ralph Nader, giving his time to fighting problems 
with regard to the environment, getting people excited, or angry, about 

what is going on around them. He gave a talk to the senior grades on a 
number of items, including the energy crisis. A few quotations from his 


speech: "...the business corporation as an entity, is dead:" "...people 
have become dehumanized, ...have become instilled with an insatiable desire 
to consime;" '...ours is the age of waste;" 'We will have to get back to a 


priority of values." Definitely food for thought. 


The third tournament was the provincial championship, the Hammarskjold Cup 
Debates, held at Burnaby North Senior Secondary at the beginning of March 

( Resolved: that the United Nations should strongly urge all governments 

to give priority to the protection of the environment rather than to the 
expansion of industry ). Our team, consisting of Ian McKenzie and Chris 
Irving on the affirmative, Fraser McKenzie and Billy Taaffe on the negative, 
placed eleventh out of twenty-one. Jan ranked twentieth out of approximately 
eighty-five debaters. 


All in all, a most successful year, and it is hoped that the students will 
continue to participate in, and enjoy, such an invaluable exercise.

The cast of The Rehearsal written by Mr. Skinner 
included Peter Butterfield, Gregg Kirkham, David Titus and Sue Horner, 
all of whom were acting award winners, and Glen Molson, Rod Owen-Flood, 
Ian Mckenzie, Mary Garden, Sue Morrison, Stephanie Clark and Joanna 
Greenwood. Robert Thow stage managed most ably. Subsequently the cast 
was invited to perform twice in the fringe festival of the B.C. High 
School Drama Festival held this year in Victoria. In all, a very 
rewarding educational experience. 


Grade Eight held its own Drama Night at the 
school in early June. The programme consisted 
of four one-act plays directed, produced and 
in one case written by the boys. Atom Egoyan 
directed his own play, A Fool's Dream, which 
a few weeks earlier had received a prize ina 
city-wide playwriting contest for schools.
